Crop correspondents report that 
from 40 to 75 per cent of the wheat 
is sown. In those parts of northern 
and western Alberta where moisture 
‘supplies are adequate for germina: 
tion, seeding is progressing fairly 
rapidly. Other districts report that 
seeding is being delayed to a cer- 
tain extent ‘awaiting much needed 
moisture. Ajbout 10 per cent of the 


Oat crop is seeded. 


There has been considerable soil 


drifting throughout the Province, but 


crop damage from this cause has not 
been serious to date. Very little seed 


was in the ground at the period: of 
greatest soil drifting. The high tem- 
peratures of the past few days has 
been favorable to rapid germination 
where moisture is sufficient and 


good stands are expected. In the], 
eastern parts of Central and South-| 


ern Alberta the moisture supply is 
insufficient and uniform stands can.

There is a tendency to decrease 
the area sown to wheat and increase 
the acreage of coarse grains and 
fodder-¢rops.
